WHEREAS, pursuant to that authority, CEQA Guidelines sections 15300-15333 list the

categorical exemptions promulgated by the California Office of Planning and Resèarch and

adopted by the Secretary of the California Natural Resources Agency for those classes of

projects which have been determined not to have a significant ef

fect on the environment; and

WHEREAS, the Council of the City of San Diego (City Council) has considered the

past history of the facility being used for the same or similar kind of purpose; and
